.DISCUSSION...
TIGHT WEST TO EAST SURFACE PRESSURE GRADIENT WEAKENS TOWARD
SUNRISE, AS WILL WINDS. THEN PRESSURE GRADIENT AND WIND WILL
INCREASE BY EARLY AFTERNOON. STRONG DOWNSLOPING WINDS SHOULD PEAK
LATE THURSDAY AFTERNOON TO EARLY EVENING, ESPECIALLY DOWN PUTAH



CREEK DRAINAGE. SLOPE WINDS WEAKEN TONIGHT AND IN THE MORNING,
THEN THE PRESSURE GRADIENT AND RIDGE WINDS WILL OVERPOWER ANY
SLOPE WINDS BY EARLY AFTERNOON.
